1..  Enlistments  into  the  Regular  Army,  under  General  Orders,  No. 
154,  may  be  made  either  in  the  field  or  in  the  several  States.  But  not 
more  than  ten  volunteers  will  be  enlisted  from  any  one  Company. 

11..  The  twenty-five  dollars  advance,  of  the  one  hundred  dollars 
bounty  authorized  by  section  5th  of  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  22, 
1861,  and  section  5th  of  Act  approved  July  29, 1861,  and  the  two  dollars 
premium  authorized  by  the  Act  approved  June  21,  1862,  will  only  he 
paid  to  volunteers  enlisting  into  the  Regular  Army  under  this  order, 
who  have  not  already  received  it.  Where  Recruiting  Officers  are  not 
furnished  with  funds,  these  amounts,  or  either  of  them,  will  he  cred¬ 
ited  to  the  Soldier  on  the  first  muster  roll  after  his  enlistment  and  paid 
by  the  Paymaster  who  pays  him.
